At this season former athletes, 
campus politicians, and valedic- 
torians show a common interest 
in asking me about the athletic 
outlook for the year. More im- 
portant than my reply that fresh- 
man enrollees seem a little bet- 
ter than average is the fact that 
there are no changes in our ath- 
letic staff. 

Coach Walter Johnson, whose 
name is synonymous with sports- 
manship throughout the South, 
begins his 37th year as PC’s ath- 
letic director. Coach Lonnie S. 
McMillian, who. celebrated his 
28th year as track coach by win- 
ning the 1952 state championship, 
will continue to show his shrewd 
strategy as head football coach. 

Dynamic line coach Sid Var- 
ney, who serves as baseball men- 
tor in the spring, is expected to 
impart his driving spirit to the 
men who man the forward wall. 
And Norman Sloan, football as- 
sistant and head _ basketball 
coach, must depend in part on 
strong freshman recruits next 
year in an effort to match last 
season’s cage record which found 
PC emerging as Little Four and 
overall South Carolina champions. 

Coach Jim Leighton expects 
his tennis team to win its 13th 
consecutive state title next spring, 
the fourth under his direction. 

Keeping a guiding eye on the 
athletic picture at Presbyterian 
will be Professor John W. Harris, 
Ph.D. and Phi Beta Kappa—a 
former college athlete—who will 
continue as our efficient faculty 
Chairman of Athletics and repre- 
sentative to the SIAA. 

Thus, Presbyterian College feels 
it will be able to offer a well- 
rounded sports program, one 
integrated with the broad objec- 
tives of the college. The program 
is built upon the principle that 
it serve a wide range of students 
and that athletes meet the same 
high scholastic standards as the 
remainder of the student body. 
Presbyterian College also is in- 
terested in winning games, and 
you alumni may count upon a 
good share of Blue Hose victories 
in 1952-53. 
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Living Endowment Offers 
Alumni Giving Opportunity 


A vital part of a one-million-dollar program for Presby- 
terian College—each alumnus has the opportunity with the 
inauguration of the Living Endowment on Aug. 11. 

It’s a simple formula: $10 from each alumnus. 


This will mean a total of 
$30,000. And the $30,000—coming 
in on an annual basis—would 
equal the interest the college 
could expect to. receive each 
year from one million dollars 
conservatively invested. 

Thus emphasized is the im- 
portance of a regular contribu- 
tion, no matter how small, from 
each alumnus. 

Dr. D. C. Alford ’21 of Spartan- 
burg, a leader in the Living En- 
dowment movement, is a strong 
advocate of making PC a regular 
part of the giving program. He 
urges each alumnus to set aside 
25 percent of his benevolences 
for Presbyterian College. For the 
college walks hand in hand with 
church and seminary in train- 
ing future ministers and laymen 
to carry forward God’s work. 

The Living Endowment is the 
new program for the annual 
Alumni Fund. It was adopted at 
the Association meeting last fall 
and will not curtail any of the 
Fund objectives, whether for the 
new dormitory, scholarships or 
the memorial building. While 
most gifts are expected to be 
unrestricted, donors may specify 
a use for their contributions if 
they so desire.

PC Popular 
For 1952-53 Terin 


Presbyterian College expects 
its greatest influx of new stu- 
dents this fall than at any other 
time in recent history, except 
for the first post-war year. 

At a time when many colleges 
and universities are suffering de- 
creased enrollments, PC has long 
since filled every available 
dormitory space and—as of Aug. 
7—has some 60 students on the 
waiting list. 

The term “dormitory space” 
also includes a large two-story 
house on the edge of the cam- 
pus which the college recently 
purchased to house 18 students. 

Student Dean Haynie G. 
Prince said the college expects 
to make additional arrangements 
to take care of as many appli- 
cants as possible. Residents of 
Clinton may be called upon to 
help in providing rooming fa- 
cilities. 

An increasing awareness ° of 
Presbyterian College as a sound, 
thorough educational institution, 
and the ROTC training it pro- 
vides are cited as two reasons 
for steady increase in the num- 
ber of applicants. There has been 
a waiting list for available dorm- 
itories every fall for the past six 
years, but 1952 seems to be a 
particularly popular year.

Football Prospects 


Coach Lonnie S. McMillian 
eases himself upon a low limb 
in predicting his 1952 Blue Stock- 
ing footbal team should be some- 
what better than the one which 
posted a record of five victories 
and four defeats last season. 

But in the next breath he 
partially retrieves himself by 
pointing out he will, neverthe- 
less, consider himself extremely 
fortunate to equal the 1951 
achievement. 

Coach Lonnie Mac isn’t speak- 
ing in circles but rather with a 
respectful eye upon another 
rugged schedule. Once more it 
includes: the Southern Confer- 
ence foursome—Clemson, Fur- 
man, Citadel and Davidson— 
another strong Wofford eleven, 
rebuilding teams at Newberry, 
Catawba and Western Carolina, 
and a newcomer in the uniform 


of Livingston (Ala.) State 
Teachers. 
Presbyterian, in maintaining 


its above-average gridiron pace, 
has managed to upset at least one 
Southern Conference foe in each 
of the past three years. It’s a 
job well-cut-out for the Hosemen 
In 752. 

Probably the most interesting 
assignment in this category will 
be the PC-Davidson clash which 
will be staged as a part of Pres- 
byterian’s Homecoming program 
on Oct. 17. Since renewal of this 
old rivalry in 1949, Blue Stock- 
ing teams have won two of the 
three games—including the one 
which highlighted Davidson’s 
Homecoming last season. 

As in every pre-season esti- 
mate of a football situation, there 
are “if’s” and strong qualifica- 
tions. Presbyterian will field 
virtually the same type of team 
as last year, playing the same 
type football. The spirit is ex- 
pected to be equally high. 

It will have to be, because 
the starting forward wall will 
average only slightly more than 
the light 175-pound line of 1951. 
This means concentration upon 
speed and maneuverability in 
the front line—plus added de- 
pendence upon hard-hitting line- 
backers. 

Offensively, Coach Lonnie Mac 
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once more will work plenty of 
aerial tricks into his split-T at- 
tack. He is well stocked on good 
passers and will be able to pre- 
sent a unique quarterback ar- 
ray of two left-handers and two 
right-handers. Throwing from 
the port-side will be Jack Harper 
of Washington, Ga., who winds 
up his career this season, and 
Sophomore Harry Hamilton of 
Seneca. Bobby Strock of Ham- 
let, N. C.—who plans to transfer 
from Erskine as a sophomore 
and who will be eligible immed- 
jately in view of the fact that 
Erskine has discontinued foot- 
ball—is expected to strengthen 
greatly the signal-calling post 
once he becomes adjusted to the 
change. The other right-handed 
quarterback is Bill Shillinglaw 
of Union. 


For backfield speed _ afoot, 
there'll be Halfback Tommy Jor- 
dan of Bishopville, South Caro- 
lina dash champion in track. At 
the other halfback slot will be 
Curtis Freeman of Clinton and 
at fullback, Emmett Fulk of 
Darlington. Both of these run- 
ners showed up well in spring 
practice. 

These men are capable of 
launching a fairly well-balanced 
attack. Chief backfield weak- 
ness is expected to be on de- 
fense—the defensive halfback po-

sitions, in particular. PC wound 
up with an impressive pass-de- 
fense record last year, but Coach 
Lonnie Mac is worried on this 
count for the approaching season. 

Into the forward wall again, 
Center Tommy Guillebeau of 
Lincolton, Ga., is expected to be 
the solid base with more smash- 
ing play as a line-backer. Two 
other centers—Worth Wilson of 
Charlotte and Jimmy Allen of 
Conway—also stand out in this 
department, which means PC 
should be well-fortified in the 
business of backing up the line. 

Probably the next strongest 
line positions will be the ends. 
Here Joe Kirven of Sumter 
looms as a giant of offense and 
defense. Almost a sure bet for 
All-South Carolina this year after 
heading the second team in 1951, 
Kirven ranks as one of the na- 
tion’s top small-college pass-re- 
ceivers. Charles Twitty, a sopho- 
more from Charlotte who let- 
tered as a freshman, also is ex- 
pected to turn in 60-minute per- 
formances at the other flank, al- 
though pushed hard by ~ Joe 
Counts of Brunswick, Ga. 

Varsity tackles will be light 
and few in the Presbyterian 
camp. Tommy Sheriff of Orange- 
burg is one of the state’s light- 
est and best at only 175 pounds. 
Wade Camlin of Georgetown will 
be shifted to tackle from guard, 
and rising Sophomores Luther 
Shealy of Pacolet and Dave Mil- 
ler of Kannapolis, N. C., showed 
improvement in spring workouts. 
The largest man here will be

Two alumni serving with the 
Infantry in Korea have _ been 
wounded in action recently. 


Lt. Arnold Young ‘50 was hit 
the latter part of June while on 
patrol duty at the front. He is 
recuperating at a hospital in 
Japan. And Lt. Ed Kenney ‘50— 
serving with Co. D, 179th Reg., 
APO 86—was slightly wounded 
on June 13 but was able to re- 
main with his outfit. He wrote 
this letter, dated June 25: 


“Just a short note to let you 
know how I am and where. My 


outfit is fighting on Shanghai 
Heights near Chorwon, and I 
was hit on Friday, June 13. 


Landed in Korea on May 13 and 
joined the 24th Division in Japan 
on March 13 prior to coming 
here. Can’t remember what hap- 
pened on April 13 but doubt that 
it was anything good. 


“Would appreciate your send- 
ing any publications to my new 
address. It is so good to read 
about the goings on at PC and 
to find out where everybody is. 
The division that will relieve us 
shortly is the one Marshall 
Lanter ‘51 is with. Hope to see 
him, but the chances are slim.” 

Lt. William R. Madden, Jr. ‘48 
also continues to see plenty of 
action as an aerial observer for 
the Third Infantry Division’s 
39th Field Artillery Battalion. 
After receiving the Silver Star 
for gallantry in action several 
months ago, he has since been 
awarded the second and third 
oak leaf clusters to his Air Medal 
for “meritorious achievement 
while participating in aerial 
flights in Korea.” 

Fighting with the Second Di- 
vision in Korea is Sgt. William 
Tsarcrios ‘53x, a squad leader in 
Co. A, 9th Regt. He joined the 
Indianhead Division last October 
and was recently promoted to 
the rank of Sergeant. 

Ensign Ralph Douglas Kiker 
‘52 is putting in his combat licks 
with the Navy aboard the USS 
Bon Homme Richard (cv-31), c/o 
Fleet Postoffice, San Francisco. 
A June 28 letter from him in- 
cluded these details: 

“We've just got back in Japan 
after having taken a very active 
and fatiguing part in the power 
plant raids in Korea . . . Inci- 
dentally, Dick Martin ‘48 is a 
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shipmate of mine now. He’s in 
air intelligence and I’m a gun- 
nery division officer.” 

And with the Marines in 
Korea is Lt. Ed Sadler ‘51 who 
has been on the fighting lines 
with the 1st Mortar Division 
FMF for the past two months.

uated from the Far East Com- 
mand Chemical School at Camp 
Gifu, Japan. Before his over- 
seas assignment he was stationed 
with the 199th Engineer Combat 
Battalion’s Medical Detachment 
at Camp McCoy, Wis.
